to its ranks,

tance of the challenge of employers, 
whg, labor leaders charge, plan to 
o&tablish a. non-union shop and depress 
wages. 


"We plan to have more than five 


million members by the end of the 
year," said Duffey, who is here attend- 
ing sessions of the executive council 
of the federation. 
Organized labor at 


its recent national convention in Mon- 
treal, claimed a total membership of 
4,050,000 mtm and women workers. 


This question of extending member- 


ship to the steel workers was to be 
taken up here today at a meeting of 
24 unions which engaged in the big 
bteel strike last spring. With the ex- 
ecutive council in session simultane- 
ously with the steel leaders, the meet- 
ing was expected to prove vital. As

pal schools, and the healthy movement 
for their betterment is well under way, 
hut as yet little has been done in be- 
half of rural educational progress, 
where the difficulties arc even greater 
than they are in the city. 


Increasing the salaries of teachers 


will not solve the rural school prob- 
lem. 
One of the greatest needs of the 


country districts is school consolida- 
tion, to the end that greater efficiency, 
better facilities and accommodations 
and enlarged educational opportuni- 
ties 
'may 
be 
available 
to every 


boy and girl. Consolidation necessa- 
rily involves free transportation to and 
from the school, but that is a simple 
malter. 


There is no reason why high school 


education should not be at the dispos- 
al of even,- country boy and 
girl 


There is no reason why our country 
schools should not have science cours- 
es in agriculture, horticulture and 
kindred industries of the farm. There 
is no reason why our country schools 
should not- have playgrounds and the 
equipment and advantage of our city 
schools. There is every reason why 
they should have all these things, and 
why in the near future they must have 
them if young men and women are to 
be kept on the farm and rural life 
made attractive from the standpoint of 
living, as well as money getting. 


We need an entirely different out- 


look upon and attitude toward rural 
education. The country school must 
be modernized. It cannot remain in a 
rut while everything else is being mo- 
dernized. We shall move more rapid- 
ly toward improving our country 
schools through the employment of 
highy competent superintendents, and 
paying them, as Mr. Can,- suggests, sal- 
aries that will induce competent men 
to remain in or enter the profession. 
Competent superintendents will lead 
the way to rural school reforms and 
improvements, and sooner or later 
their recommendations and programs 
will be adopted. 
Capable manage- 


ment and direction is the first need of 
the country schools, and when that is 
supplied we may expect to see a rapid 
advancement toward making our coun- 
try schools all that they can easily be 
made and should be made. 


El'ROPAPHOBES 


Now for the Europaphobes. They are 


'that part of the American populace 
.•which wants to forget Europe is on the 
earth. They arc blindly hateful of 
Europe. They 
believe all rewards 


hereafter will go to America and all • 
punishment to Europe. They wish 
America to keep pure by isolating her- 
self from the rest of humanity. The 
shrill sanctimony of their chorus is 
never at rest. 


The Europaphobes are highly dan- 


gerous to the peace and prosperity of 
the United States. They believe the 
way to security is to turn your back on 
a perilous situation. If the Europa- 
phobos keep America aloof from Eu- 
rope another world war will come, for 
only the United States is capable of 
heading it off. Then, after America is 
dragged into the conflict, through a 
persistent disregard of neutral rights, 
the Europaphobes will say it was an 
act of fate and couldn't be helped. 


If America, without selfish purposes, 


interests herself in European affairs, 
there will not be another world war. 
Therefore, national self-protection is 
now the major duty of the American 
diplomatic corps. The Europaphobes 


. would keep the department of state 
and (he American nation at large sus- 
piciously ropellant toward Europe. 


Not in that way can America prevent 


plots and conspiracies going on be- 
neath the European surface. The Eu- 
ropaphobes disbelieve in plots until 
after the explosion. They should not 
be allowed to endanger America by 
this attitude. It is necessary for Amer- 
ica to keep on terms oMnlimacy with 
Europe to guarantee peace in the west- 
ern hemisphere. 


SELF-PROTECTION 


The League of Nations will hold its 


first full meeting at Geneva, beginning 
November 15. America will have no 
official representatives prcsenato pro- 
tect this country's interests. The other 
powers will have three each. Before 
another meeting. Democrats and Re- 
publicans must bury their differences 
and permit the United States to be 
safeguarded. 
America cannot afford 


to be absent when the nations of the 
world gather to discuss war-breeding 
problems. 


At Geneva there are likely to be more 


major causes of discord than harmony. 
France and Belgium must deposit their 
new militan- treaty of defense; France 
will oppose admission of Germany into 
the league, while most of the other 
powers favor it; there is no probability 
of a common understanding among the 
members of the league about Russia; 
seriously conflicting views will arise 
about the amount and method of col- 
lection of the war indemnity; Italy is 
in a state of tragic discontent; France 
has- taxed herself to the limit and is 
not paying her way; exchange rates 
are falling everywhere: imperialism 
seems to be rife among the smaller na- 
tions. 


In an analogous environment the 


World war was made. America had 
no understanding of the frequent sig- 
nals that heralded the approach of the 
late conflict. America felt no inter- 
est in European intrigue. 
Hence 


America was not in a position to take 
action to prevent the war and was 
eventually dragged into it. 


To permit another such situation to 


arise would be foolhardy. America is 
far more interested than any other 
country in keeping Europe permanent- 
ly at peace. That is because America 
alone has nothing to gain and even-- 
thing to lose from a European war. 
Therefore, the United States should be 
fully informed 
about trans-Atlantic 


plots and rivalries. t Not otherwise can 
America know when to use her para- 
mount influence 
to check European 


discord before it becomes an inevitable 
cause of war. 


There is only one way to adopt this 


policy of self-protection. That way is 
for Democrats and 
Republicans to 


compromise their differences and get 
into an assembly of nations. 
If the 


name of the league of nations has to 
be changed to permit this compromise, 
let it be done as soon as possible. If 
more resen-ations must be adopted to 
make an agreement possible, let us 
have them. Patriotism, self-interest 
and common sense all call for this 
course of action.

when I went to my mother she appeared, much 
embarrassed nnd would give me no satisfaction, so 
my information was gleaned 
from

sources and myjieart almost broken. Therefore, I 
watched jny baby girl, and when little questions be- 
gan to come, about the age of three, i began to tell 
her a story 1 made up of "Winkle and the Peaoh 
Tree." Winkle ate a peach and wanted more, ancl 
his mother told him how in the hard shell of the 
peach pit was another tiny tree and how Nature

was in the earth the warm sun and rain helped it 
to grow, etc., and then how, the blossoms came and 
were pollinated and many peaches grew.

Washington, D. C.—Along a coun- 


try pathway in Maryland, 
used by 


dozens of hikers every Sunday, stands 
a large persimmon tree loaded with 
fruit which is now ripe. 


Of the passers-by some 
stop and 


gather up a few of the fallen porsira- 
mons, some never see them at all, and 
some ask what they are and whether 
they are good to eat. Doubtless all o£ 
these people are accustomed to pay 
in the city live to ttn cents apiece for 
apples, peaches, bananas, and. othet 
common 
truit.s. Yet, hore, growing 


wild and neglected, ia a native Anjeri; 
can fruit which has more food value 
than any of these" and as line a flavor 
as the best of them, 
with rich soft 


pulp something like that of baked ap- 
ple. 
This fruit may be eaten freah, 


it may be preserved in 'several ways, 
and it lends itself to cooking, mixed 
with corn meal or flour, better than 
most other fruits. 
It may 
also be 


made into candies, puddings and ice- 
cream, and (whisper it!) into a pleas- 
ant beverage. It may 
be dried for 


winter keeping. It is 
nearly one- 


third sugar, and in food value Is ri- 
valed among fruits only by the date, 
for which we pay such high prices. 


For all of these reasons the persim- 


mon occupies 
n place 
among the 


neglected native products of America. 
It was more appreciated in the old 
days than it is now. for the Indians 
made good use of it, mixing It with 
cheir corn meal to make a sweet cake. 
The early explorers 
of America con- 


sidered the persimmon a great nnd, 
and devoted much space to describing 
the delights of eating it when ripe, 
and its astonishing ability to pucker 
up the mouth 
when 
green. 
Such 


celebrities as De Soto and Captain 
John Smith wrote about it at length. 
But the persimmon failed to become 
fashionable, so thnt now comparative- 
ly few city-dwelling Americans 
have 


ever tasted one. In a few places it 
is gathered and sent to local markets, 
and some slight progress has . been 
made in developing improved varie- 
ties, but it must be regarded on the 
whole as a neglected food. 


Widely Distributed 


Although few persons seem aware 


of the fact, persimmons grow in all 
parts of the southeastern quarter of 
the United States, as far west as cen- 
tral Kansas, as far north as New Tork 
and Michigan 
and as far south as 


the Carolinas. Tile center of abund- 
ance is in Maryland and the Virginias, 
where the tree is found in almost all 
woodlands. It scema to grow in all 
sorts of soils, in a great variety of 
climates, and at various elevations. 


Most of the persimmons that grow 


in this country so to waste. Here 
and there they arc gathered and sent 
to 11 local market, 
but if you buy a 


persimmon in the market it is more 
than likelv 
to be the Japanese va- 


riety, for which you will pay a fancy 
price, although it cannot be said to 
be much better in flavor or food value 
than the OHOK you might find growing 
wild in your own section of the coun- 
try. In some pl.icps persimmon trees 
are cultivated after a fashion, so that 
the fruit when it falls may be used 
as hog feed, ana in a few places it is 
cultivated for the market. 
In/this 


way several different varieties 
have 


been evolved. 


The persimmon 
offers 
unusually 


good opportunities for improvement 
by selective brooding br-cnusp of the 
many variations 
which 
it ahows. 


Thus some of the trees arc tall and 
upright in habit, while others have a 
prp.tty drooping form. 
Some of them 


bear fruit less than an inch in diam- 
eter and aome have fruit two inches 
in diameter. 
The fruit varies great- 


ly in quality and flnvor. 
" Host interesting of all is the way in 
which tho harvest season of various 
persimmon trees varies. It 
is gen- 


erally be'levpd that a touch of frost 


is neuoMary to ripen th« fruit, 
but 


thia la Mid by the •cientists not to be 
true. 
There are some tree* 
which 


regularly ripen their fruit as early as 
August, and these would drop all of 
their product long before 
the flr»t 


frost. 
Other trees do not produce [ 


rit>e fruit until November, and some j 
of the persimmons on these trees cling 
tq the branches aa late as February, 
if the opossums let them, furnishing 
the winter hiker with an unexpected 
dainty.- 


Could Be Improved 


, By selecting1 the trees of the most 
beautiful form and bearing the best 
fruit, it would be possible to produce 
u standard variety 
of 
persimmon, 


liornbining the best qualities 
of the 


! best trees. The trouble is that many 
good trees have been 
destroyed or 


allowed to die, so 
that 
valuable 


strains have been lost for all time, 
just as society often allows its bes* j 
human stock to die out. 


At present, there are perhaps a 


score of nurseries where seedling per- 
simmon trees may be bought for or- 
namental planting 
as 
shade trees. 


The trees are attractive for this pur- 
pose. 
They have fine glossy leaves, 


which hang 
in rich festoons in the 


trees 
of drooping habit. 
Tho tree 


bears a small white waxy blossom oC 
very pleasant 
fragrance, 
and 
the 


fruit, when ripe, is a rich red and yel- 
low. 
Persimmon trees should never 


be planted over sidewalks as the soft 
squashy fruit is very undesirable un- 
derfoot. 
Perhaps half a dozen of tho dealers 


who offer persimmon tree seedlings 
have special 
varieties 
which they 


recommend for their fruit, but com- 
pare tiveljr few people seem to con- 
aider the persimmon 
when choosing 


fruit trees to set out in their yards. 


The persimmon tree is a peculiarly 


deep-rooted plant, and is therefore not 
easy to transplant. No 
doubt the 


difficulty in making it grow has dis- 
couraged many who hive tried to 
propagate the tree. 
Ksperts oC the 


Department of Agriculture, however, 
say that UIP tree 
may 
be 
easily 


propagated if the thins is done right. 
A bulletin setting; forth the proper 
methods was 
published 
by the De- 


partment of Agriculture some years 
ago, but is now probably out of print. 
The Department would doubtless fur- 
nish the information to anyone who 
is interested. 


Wood Is Valuable 


Persimmon wood is of high value, 


especially for the making- of the bob- 
bins used 
in 
cotton 
mills. It is 


strong, light, hard, elastic, and closo- 
grained. It is also used to some ex- 
tent in making ahoe lasts. 


In case you are inspired by this 


article to go out and look for persim- 
mons, it is probably well to say some- 
thing abont how they may b© used, 
since most cookbooks contain nothing 
on the subject. Should you be lucky 
enough to discover a tree full of ripp 
pprsimmons you have the materials 
for a delicious preserve which is un- 
usually easy to make. Tou hare but 
to mix the pure persimmon pulp with 
equal parts of sugar place it in glass 
jars (never use tin) and set in a cool, 
liffht plane. Stir it occasionally until 
the 'air is removed, and seal it with 
paraffin or waied paper. No cooking 
is necessary, but the jars may be 
heated over a. slow fire to drive ont 
the air, and then sealed at once. 


Various 
breads, 
pudding*. and" 


cookies may be made by mixing per- 
simmon pulp with flour and o£her 1«- 
Rredlents. ]f you want to try it, hei» 
is a recipe for persimmon bread pivea 
by the Department 
of Agriculture: 


Onp cup persimmon pulp, 
one 
cup 


water, 
one-half teaspnonful of soda, 


ypast, shortening, and enough flour 
to make 
thick 
dough. Set to rise, 


mold and bake like other bread.
